Diſcipline and Government, according to the Word 
of God, and the Example of the beſt Reformed Chur- 
ches, Ard ſhall indeavour to bring the Churches of God 
in the three Kingdoms, to tae neereſt conjunRjon and 
Uniformity in Religion, Confeſſion of Faith, Form of 
Church-government, Directory forWorſhip and Cate- 
chizing ; Thar we and our Poſterity after us, may as 
Brethren, live in Faith and Love, and the Lord may 
delight to dwell in the middeſt ef us.

We ſhall with the ſame ſincerity,reallity and con - 
ſtancy, in our ſeverall Vocations , endeavour with our 
eſtates and lives, mutually to preſerve the Rights and 
Priviledges of the Parliaments,and the Liberties of che 
Kingdomes , and to preſerve and defend the Kings 
Majeſties perſon and authoriry, in the preſervation and 
defence of the true Religion, - and Liberties of che 
Kingdomes , thar the world may beare witneſſe with 
our conſciences of our Loyaltie,and that we have no 
thoughts or intentions to diminiſh His Majeſties juſt 
powerand greatnefle, - | | 


' TV. We fhall alſo with all fairhfulneſſe endeaveur 
the diſcovery of all ſuch as have beene, or ſhall be In- 
cenduaries, Malignants , or evill Inftruments, by hin- 
dering the Reformation of Religion, dividing the King 
from his people,or one of the Kingdoms from another, 
Or making any Faction or parties amongſt the people, 
contrary to this League & Covenant,that they may be 
brought to publick rriall, and receive condigne paniſh- 
ment,as the degree of their offences ſhall require or de- 
ſerve, or the {upream Judicatories of: both Kingdons 

reſpectively, or others having power from them 9 

that efie&, ſhall jndge convenient. 


V. And whereas the happineſle of a bleſſed eace 
between theie Kingdoms, denycd in former tinCs to 
- our 
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ovr Progenitors, 1s by the good Providence of G o » 
granted unto us, and hath been Jately concluded , and 
{crled by both Parliaments , we ſhall each one of us, 
according to our place and intereſt, indeavour thar 
they may remain conjoyned in a firm Peace and Union 
ro all Poſterity; And that Juſtice may be done upon 
the wiltull Oppoſers thereof, in manner cxpreſſcd in 
the precedent Article. 


VI. We ſhall alſo according to our places & callings 
in this common cauſe of Religion, Liberty, and Peace 
of the Kingdomes, aſſiſt and defend all thoſe that en- 
rer into this Leagne and Covenant, in the maintaining 
&purſuing thereof,and ſhall not ſuffer our ſelves dire&- 
ly or indirealy by whatſoever combination, perſtvaſion 
or terror, to be devided & withdrawn from this bleſſed 
Union & conjunction, whether to make defeion to the 


contrary part,or to give our ſelves toa deteſtable indif- 


ferency or neutrality in this cauſe which ſo much con- 
cerncth the glory of God, the good of the Kingdoms, 
and honour of the King ; bur ſhall all the dayes of our 
lives zealouſly and conſtantly continue therein, againſt 
all oppoſition, and promote the ſame according to our 
power, againſt all Lets and Impediments whatſoever ; 
and what we are not able our ielves to ſuppreſle or o- 
vercome, we ſhall reveale and make known, that it may 
be timely prevented or removed; All which we ſhall 
do as in the ſight of God. RL 


And becauſe theſe Kingdoms are euilty of many 
{ins & provocations againſt God, 8 his Son Jeſus Chriſt 
as 15 tOO manifeſt by our preſent diſtreſles and dangers, 
the fruits thereof; We proftefſe and declare before _

and rhe world, our unfayned deſire to be humbled for ' 
our own ſins, & for the fins of theſe Kingdoms,eſpeci- 

ally, that we have not as we ought, valued the- ineſti- 

mable benefit of the Goſpel, that we have nor laboured 

for the purity and power thereof, and rhat we have nor 

endeavored to receive Chriſt in our hearts,nor to walk 

worthy of him in our lives, which dre the cauſes of 0- 

ther fins and Tranſgrefſiens , ſo much abounding a- 

2ngt us; And onr true and untayned purpoſe, deſire, 
and endeavour for our ſelves, andall others under our 

power and charge, both in publick and in private, in all 

duties we owe to God and man.to amend our lives,and 
each one to go before another in the example of a reall 
Reformation,that the Lord may turne away his wrath, 
and heavy indignation , and eſtabliſh theſe Churches 
and Kingdoms 1n tryth and peace, - And this Covenant 
we make in the preſence of almighty God,the Searcher 
_ of all hearts, with a true intention to performe the ſame, 
as we ſhall anſwer at thar great day when the ſecrets of 
all hearts ſhall be diſcloſed , Moſt humbly beſeeching 
the Lord to ſtrengrhen us by his Holy Spirit for this 
end, and to blefſe our defires and proceedings with 
ſuch ſucceſle , as may be deliverance and ſafety to his 
people, & encouragement to other chriftian Churches 
groaning under,or in danger of the yoake of Anti-chri- 
ſtian Tyranny;to joyne in the ſame_or like Aſſociation 
and Covenant, to the glory of God , the enlargement 
of the Kingome of Jeſus Chriſt , and the peace and
